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COMMENTARY  ON  STATISTICS 


The  death  rate  remains  at  a  low  level  and  compares  very  favourably  with 
national  figures.  The  birth  rate  declined  but  is  still  higher  than  the  national 
average.  The  infant  mortality  rose  a  little,  but  the  rate  was  well  within  normal 
bounds.  There  were  four  infant  deaths  due  respectively  to  Asphyxia  following 
difficult  birth,  Bronchial  Pneumonia,  and  two  cases  of  prematurity. 

In  Table  IV,  noteworthy  points  were  the  single  death  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  the  complete  absence  of  fatal  accidents.  Malignant  disease  and 
Bronchitis  showed  a  slight  increase,  but  the  number  of  deaths  from  circulatory 
disease  was  lower.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


1953  was  an  exceptionally  favourable  year,  and  the  number  of  notifications 
was  extremely  low.  Particularly  welcome  w'as  the  simultaneous  sharp  decline 
in  measles  and  whooping  cough,  the  absence  of  poliomyelitis  was  another  source 
of  satisfaction. 

Immunisation  campaigns  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  were 
pressed  forward  and  personal  persuasion  by  health  visitors  was  again  the  most 
effective  method  of  securing  immunisation.  There  was,  however^  a  slight  decline 
in  the  number  of  babies  immunised  for  the  first  time.

The  above  table  gives  the  figures  for  1953,  and  in  brackets  beside  them, 
those  for  1952. 

This  Council  has  a  good  record  in  post  v,ar  housing  and  it  is  probable 
that  the  need  for  new  council  houses  would  by  now  have  been  almost  satisfied 
but  for  the  constant  immigration  into  the  district  of  workers  connected  with  the 
expanding  industries  of  Tees-side.  During  the  last  five  years  tne  waiting  list  has 
been  nearly  halved,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  majority  of  successful  applicants 
have  thereby  benefitted  in  health  and  in  some  cases  impending  ill  health  has 
definitely  been  checked. 

Fom  the  point  of  view  of  the  Health  Department  it  is  this  preventive  aspect 
which  must  w'eigh  most  heavily  in  the  unenviable  task  of  deciding  priorities  on 
medical  grounds.  Many  cases  of  severe  illness  of  a  chronic  nature  come  to  our 
notice  and  the  Council  have  always  given  a  sympathetic  hearing  to  individual 
cases  of  hardship,  but  it  has  been  necessary  to  refuse  many  cases  wTere  no  clear 
connection  between  housing  conditions  and  disease  existed. 

I  think  it  will  become  important  in  the  future  to  give  more  consideratibn 
to  the  state  of  the  accommodation  of  an  applicant  rather  than  to  any  particular 
disease  which  he  may  suffer  wdtb  the  exception  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Although  the  general  standard  of  property  in  the  district  is  good,  we  still 
have  a  large  number  of  dwellings  which  do  not  measure  up  to  modern  standards 
for  healthy  living.  In  many  cases  this  is  largely  due  to  their  cramped  situation 
with  poor  natural  lighting  which  m.ay  be  allied  to  a  number  of  other  deVets  ; 
dampness  and  lack  of  all  proper  sanitary  facilities  being  the  commonest  of  these. 
1+  is  hoped  that  recent  new  housing  legislation  may  help  in  bringing  some  of  this 
property  into  an  adequate  state  of  repair,  but  there  are  many  difficulties  and  I 
anticipate  that  in  the  ^future  a  greater  share  of  new  housing  programmes  may  be 
needed  for  people  displaced  from  condemned  property. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  supply  continued  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Cleveland  Water  Company, 
who  carry  out  their  own  tests  ;  in  addition,  the  Health  Department  took  13  samples 
and  of  these,  10  were  satisfactory  whilst  3  were  referred  to  the  Cleveland  Water 
Company  as  they  did  not  reach  the  highest  sta«ndard.  Subsequent  examination 
proved  that  the  poor  samples  were  of  a  purely  temporary  nature  and  over  the 
year  the  quality  of  the  water  could  be  considered  very  satisfactory. 

There  was  no  shortage  of  water  in  1953.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  seventh  annual  report  on  the  sanitary 
conditions  in  the  district. 

In  addition  to  my  duties  as  Sanitary  Inspector  I  carry  out  the  work  of 
Housing  Manager,  which  covers  the  interviewing  of  housing  applicants,  keeping 
of  records  and  the  general  supervision  of  the  housing  estates. 

The  staff  consists  of  one  full-time  shorthand-typist /clerk  and  one  full-time 
Rodent  Operator. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Regular  inspections  are  made  to  all  cafes,  restaurant  kitchens,  ice  cream  prem¬ 
ises  and  stalls  used  for  the  sale  of  foodstuffs  ;  inspections  are  made  for  the  htness 
of  premises  for  this  purpose  and  the  inspection  of  food  supplies  used  for  human 
consumption.

MILK  SUPPLIES  AND  DELIVERY  OF  MILK 

No  complaints  were  made  during  the  year  with  regard  to  milk  supplies  in 
the  area  ;  there  are  four  dairies  used  for  the  distribution  of  milk  and  these  premises 
are  kept  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

During  the  year  the  Council  were  notified  that  the  Ministry  of  Food  intended 
to  specify  this  as  an  area  where  only  milk  of  Special  Designation  may  be  sold 
by  retail  and  the  Council  agreed  that  this  would  be  a  satisfactory  step  ;  the  Min¬ 
istry  of  Food  was  notified  of  the  Council’s  observations.

Notices  are  exhibited  on  the  approaches 
tc  the  area  where  the  shellfish  can  be  collected. 

A  number  of  shellfish  are  collected  but  the  final  disposal  of  these  cannot 
be  ascertained.

The  Council  employ  one  full-time  Rodent  Operator  for  the  area  and  regular 
inspections  and  surveys  are  made  throughout  the  district  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  243  infestations  were  found  and  a  return  based 
on  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  is  given  for  information.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Smoke  Abatement  Society  and  take 
part  in  the  Tees-side  Smoke  Abatement  Committee. 

The  Council’s  representative  for  the  year  was  Councillor  W.  G.  Readman,  who 
attended  the  meetings  of  the  Tees-side  Smoke  Abatement  Committee. 

Two  dust  deposit  gauges  are  situated  in  the  area,  one  at  Marske  and  one  at 
Saltburn,  and  monthly  reports  are  received  from  the  Analysts  on  atmospheric 
pollution.  The  Saltburn  gauge  is  situated  at  Saltburn  Police  Station,  by  kind 
permission  of  the  Chief  Constable,  and  the  Marske  gauge  at  Ivy  House,  by  per¬ 
mission  of  Dr.  P.  A.  Walshaw.  These  protected  positions  prevent  any  dam.age 
Or  interference  with  the  equipment.  The  tables  show  the  twelve  months’  readings 
together  with  the  wind  records  for  the  same  period.
